This message caused so much joy among 
the prisoners that they spent most of. the 
night singing “‘Home, Sweet Home.’ On 
Sunday morning they were ordered to 
march out of the mission, and were formed 
into four companies. The physicians were 
commanded to step aside. Their prison com- 
panions were taken in different directions 
from the mission into the woods along the 
river, where they were shot. 

Fannin was the last American to be exe- 
cuted. He was taken to a spot where he 
could view the bodies of some of his troop. 
Preparations were made to blindfold him, 
but he snatched the handkerchief. intended 
for this purpose from the hand of the Mex- 
ican who held it, and tied it over his eyes 
himself. ; 

Hie handed his watch to the Mexican of- 
ficer in command, asking that it be sent to 
his relatives in Georgia, and pleaded that 
he be shot in the breast, and pot in the 
head. and that his body receive decent bur- 
jal. He was assured that all these requests 
would be honored. Throwing back his 
shoulders, he stood erect, and told his exe- 
ecutioners he was ready. 

With the basest perfidy not even one of 
his requests was granted. The Mexican 
kept the watch. Fannin was shot in the 
head. His body was burnéd.

| day is limited to eight hours, and he gets 
($1.25 a day. The work is being superin- 
'tended by farmers, who act as instructors, 
/as well as overseers. Most of the Indians 
lare engaged in the building of roads, 
| bridges, fencés and reserviers, while others 
/are occupied in making improvements on 
| their allotted lands. 
| The bucks found that they would not be 
| required to labor if they were sick, and dur- 
ing the first few days the offices of the phy- 
sicians were besieged by Indians looking 
for certificates of ill health. All the ail- 
ments that could be imagined and invented 
were described and vividly acted and pre- 
tended by the Indians, but the physicians 
were not easily fooled, and the would-be 
invalids generally aceepted the inevitable. 
The government does not wish to foster or 
encourage paternalism, but intends to find 
out by a practical experiment the willing- 
ness and capability of the untutored Indian 
to earn his support by his own labor. 


The Sauaws 

Are Bewildered. 

The squaws are in a state of the utmost 
bewilderment over this new state of af- 
fairs. When they saw their lords and mas- 


ters trotting away to the employment sta- 
tions at the agencies, and returning with 
picks and shovels and other implements of 
toil, they imagined that their hard lot as 
tillers of the field, hewers of wood and 
drawers of water was to be made harder 
with the help of these artificial aids to 
labor. 

Their astonishment, when they saw the 
warriors going into the flelds. was un- 
bounded. If all the bucks had suddenly 
gone crazy there would have been less com- 
nrotion among the reservation squaws. 
Here was an infringement upon woman’s 
rights with a vengeance. Here was an end 
of all tradition, a turning upside down of 
all conditions, an upheaval of society. 

The younger women rushed to the older 
ones for advice. The older ones sagely told 
them to wait until the bottle and jug were 
passed again—that firewater would bring 
the. bucks to their senses if nothing else 
would. But it soon became evident that 
this was no mere spasm of industry, but 
the dawn of a new industrial era. 

The first three Indians to apply for work 
were Red Feather, White Crow and Big 
Moon. There had been a pow-wow in the 
village near the Rosebud agency. Funds 
were all gone, provisions were all gone, 
there was ‘“‘nothing doing.” . 

“To labor,” grunted White Crow, 
meaning.’ 

“To work,” said Red Feather, “may also 
mean things to eat and stuff to drink.”’ 

“Let's go and ask the white boss to put us 
on the pay roll,’’ said Big Moon

Feathers 
Will Be of the Past. 


There is some show of reason, after all, 
in the wounding of Indian “patrietism,”’ 
which has been caused by the stern com- 
mand to get to work. It will inevitably 
break down the/last barrier that separates 
them from their white, neighbors. After 
awhile white men and Indians will undowubt- 
edly be seen working together in the fields 
Thex have already been fellow laborers, 
‘Under the new arrangement the last ves- 
tiges of native Indian dress will disappear. 

The change has, of course, aroused some 
protests. Here and there an old medicine 
man, tribal priest, or prophet, has walled 
out lamentations over the degeneracy of his 
race, and has prophesied the speedy end of 
all things. For, with the older Indians, 
universal toil is mentally associated with 
earthquakes and cataclysms, and some ef 
them think that judgment day is rolling 
round. 

The result of Indian work as a factor in 
the economic problem can only be guessed 
at. Should they ever begin to overproduce 
there will be of necessity an overflow into 
the qpen market, and the Indians will be- 
come competitors of the white settlers. 
Some of the white men are already growl- 
ing at the alleged paternalism of the plan, 
which actually forces both work and wages 
upon the Indian, while white men who 
are eager for work and wages cannot get 
them.

GETS MANY INTO TROUBLE 


‘You Do Any Old Thing and Say Any 
Old Thing,’ Is How One De- 


scribes It. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 31.—‘‘You do any 
old thing and say any old thing,’’ is the 
way in which- one of the devotees of the 
“todelo”” dance describes it. This is the 
dance which getting many negroes in 
trouble at present. Although the ‘‘todelo’”’ 
has been danced in a few negro resorts 
on the “Chute” for the past .year, it Is 
only recently that {t has been subject of 
active police interference. 

Maj. Ridge, who is the ‘“todelo’’ expert 
of the police force, and. who has personally 
led a number of raids on ‘“‘todelo’’ resorts, 
says it is the oochie-coochie with greater 
abandon, and develops into a wild orgie if 
not checked by the police. 

There is no regular step in the ‘‘todelo,”’ 
A crowd of negroes, loaded with barrel- 
house bocze and cocaine, will gather in a 
house and then, to the music of whatever 
instruments are available, they begin to 
dance, going threugh every conceivable 
contortion of the human body. As the 
dance and stimulants work on the blood 
of the negroes. the action becomes faster 
and faster and more frenzied. Groans and 
yells and the screams of the over-wrought 
participants, particularly the women, can 
be heard for a block away. It continues 
with increasing intensity until the police 
interfere, or the dancers sink to- the floor 
from exhaustion. This is the ‘“‘todelo’’ 
dance as it is given in Loutsville. 

The dance is belleved to have originated 
in the wilds of Africa and to have had its 
birth in savagery. Whether it springs up 
now as a plece of atavism or his simply

Men- 
des, the poet, gibt ‘oh and story writer, 
sat at a table in the Taverne Pousset and 
wrote a single word on a sheet of paper 
which he matiled to the -.offending news- 
paper man. The next day Catulle Mendes 
received his ‘‘witnesses.’’ and the same 
afternoon saw an encounter with dueling 
swords in which Mendes’ right arm was 
ripped up half its length an inch deep. He 
has never recovered the free use of it. 

A duel may be provoked by slapping the 
cheek, as was done by Mendes on an- 
other occasion, by spitting in the face, as 
was recently done by a fashionable club- 
mans to ae & clubman who impugned his 
honor at play, or by written or spoken 
words, these latter often being subiect to 
euch minute construction that~as in the 
killing of Harry Alis—it could be publicly 
declared that ‘“‘in re-reading these lines 
(written by Allis), which were made the 
voint of departure for the duel, one does not 
sna how to see in them anything that 
could seriously motive an é@ncounter.’ 

Harry Alis was one of those modern Pa- 
risian journalists who. have labored so 
strenuously in the cause of French colonial 
expansion. For a long time he had written 
in the Journal des Debats upon such ques- 
tions with great competence and accept- 
ance. in the course of his duty he pub- 
lished an article entitled “Afric an Colonial |! 
Concessions,” setting forth ideas which he 
believed in—to use his own expression’ Cer- 
tain oxen 9 of this study appeared to a 
Monsieur Le Chateller, president of the 
“Societe d’Etudes du Congo Francaise.”’ to 
be inexact, whereupon he wrote a letter of 
rectificat! on.

And while she 
is arguing, it isn’t negessary to thrust her 
own dogmas on the child’s mind. Elders 
can jJearn much from children if they will 
get down from their false positions and 
put their children on a level with them- 
selves. ‘ 

“No two minds are alike, and no two na- 
tures are alike. Why should a child be made 
to do things a certain way, just becaus® his 
mother does them that way? Why shoulda 
boy be compelled to study music if he has 
no talent for it, or a girl be forced to learn 
the intricacies of housework if she has no 
taste for it? 

“Because her mother dotes on making 
pastry is no reason why she should for- 
sake literature if she inclines toward it, 
and spend her hours spoiling good materia! 
in the kitchen. 

“The trouble is that mothers have ac- 
quired the habit, which is strong with gen- 
erations of usage, of treating their chil- 
dren like cattle. They make no allowances 
for differences in spiritual, physical~ or 
mental make-up. Indeed, they scarcely 
know these differences, for they don’t devote 
the necessary time and,thought to” discov- 
ering them. 


For 
as soon as a mother thinks, she must real- 
ize that spanking her children won't -im- 
prove their minds or their morals. All jit 
can possibly do is to make them obey her 
through fear—which is of no lasting good 
to her children, and of no gatisfaction to 
the conscientious mother.”’ 

Which, thaving had some experience as 
an infant, I heartily approved.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—It has just been 
revealed that President Roosevelt, in the 
horseback rides and. the long walks to 
which he is devoted, constantly carries in 
his hip pocket the revolver which he used 
at San Juan.

Cheap Stuff 
Used for Robes. 

The notion that the peers are spending 
big sums in getting coronation robes' of the 
best materials is a myth, as was sadly 
ronfessed to the Post-Disnatch correspond- 
ent today by one of the leading tailors in 
London. He said that some very wealthy 
peers and newly created ones are going in 
for the most elaborate and costly etvle of 
eoronation millinery,- but the bulk of the 
peerage have ordered the cheapest stuffs 
and furg. He showed the correspondent 
14° two extremes of cost and frugality in 
a baron’s rohe of the best Iyons velvet, 
lined with the finest white satin, with cape 
and trimmings of real ermine, costing al- 
tomether $645. and another similar robe of 
the cheapest velveteen, lined with white 
sateen, with cape and trmmings of rabbit 
skin, costing #47 all told. 

Ife avered that six out of every ten 
robes will be of the latter type and at 
ten yards’ distance the difference is scarce- 
ly noticeable. unless a ray of sunshine 
strikes the robes when. velveteen is ex- 
posed. 

A large number of peers are hiring robes 
from theatrical costumers, who charge from 
$35 to $200, according to quality. An order 
Tor| robes from a taiior is almost invariably 
accpmpanied with instructions that the 
materials shall be cut so that they can be 
utilized afterward for dress or mantle by 
the peer’s wife or daughter.

To me, whom the great good spirits have 
favored, the company of your women has 
been most enlightening. The ladies of 
America are so beautiful to look upon. 
Tall, sinewy creatures, with a wonderfu! 
wealth of flowing tresses, they make us 
tiny creatures from the land of the flowers 
and the purple sun to appear even as thre 
dwarfed oaks of our native land in com- 
parison with the giant green timbérs of 
your western mountains, 

I ‘marvel mightily how your women can 


grow so strong and so supple and so grace- 
ful under the conditions they have had 
imposed upon them. In my country we 
women grow free as the ocean breezes, 
with no hampering corset to impede our 
natural advancement.

Etna Still Slumbers. 
From the New York Sun. 

The height of Moun: Etna, the famous volcano 
of Sicily, has tong been fixed at 1u,866 feet. Its 
height has recently been more accurately measured 
by trigonomctrical précesses and the exact eleya- 
tion is found to be 10,775 feet. The difference is 
not important, but the more exact determination 
will, of course, be given on the maps hereafter 
published. The main crater has a width of 172% 
fect and a depth of S26 feet. Mount Etna has 
periods of almost complete quiescence. Six years 
had elamed afier the eruption of 1892, when in 
ihe autumn of 1898 blue flames began to envrge 
from the mouth of the largest crater and a great 
deal of vapor was emitted from the lesser orifices. 
It was then announced that Etna seemed to be 
preparing for an effusion of lava, probably on tne 


south or southwest slopes. The expected erupiion, 
however, did not begin till the morning of July 10, 
1899, when grest volu‘ues of smoke and lava be- 
-gan to lasue from the main crater, but after sever- 
al days the activity gradually subsided, and Ftna 
soon resumed its peaceful aspect and has since 
seeméd to be in a siumberous condition.

MRS. ROOSEVELT WAS ILL 


Attack That Threatened Grave 
Consequences. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—Mrs. Roosevelt 


In these word the April grandjury, in its 
final report to Judge Douglas Saturday, 
summed up its findings in regard to muni- 
cipal corruption. 

The Central Traction steal of i898 and 
the transactions of assemblymen with the 
city, which were brought to light through 
publications in the Post-Dispatch, were the 
subjects of extended comment in the re- 


port. 

Besides returning indictments against 
Fred W. Ziegenhein, Councilman Louis 
Schnell and Delegates Charles F. Kelly and 
Charles L. Geraghty, the grandjury made 
a sweeping review of municipal scandals, 
and charged former Mayor Ziegenhein with 
a misuse of public funds during his term as 
city collector. 

“It is in evidence before us,"’ the report 
stated, “that a former collector of the city 
of St. Louls, who was afterwards mayor, 
received interest on public funds for his 
own private account. 

“The sum so received was something 
over $13,000, which with Interest to date 
would amount to about $20,000. 

‘“‘Any possible criminal charge arising out 
of this conduct has been barred by the 
statute of limitations, which, unfortunately, 
is three years. A civil action to recover 
the money, however, can still be brought, 
and we understand will be instituted.”’ 


Ziegenhein Says Interest 
Paid Hire of Deputies. 

Mr. Ziegenhein said after hearing the 
grandjury’s charge that he had, when col- 
lector, placed a sum of city money at inter- 
est in the Lafayette Bank, and had used 
the interest, amounting to alittle more 
than $2000 a year, for the payment of sal- 
aries of extra deputies in his office at a 
time when deputies sufficient to do the 
work were not provided by law. 

The Central Traction boodle deal was 
spoken of by the grandjury as “bribery so 
scandalous as to be without parallel.’’ 

“The + ty pees was passed,’’ the report 
stated, ‘“‘under promise of $250,000 to the 
members of the Assembly, which was after- 
wards distributed among the combine.”’ 

The reference was to the notormous steal 
which was exposed in the Post-Dispatch in 
April, 1898. 

he grandjury stated that members of the 
Assembly had bragenly admitted having 
sought election solely for the money they 
could make for their votes. 


No Big Bill Passed 
Unless Money Was Paid. 

‘This spirit has governed for years,” the 
report said, ‘‘and no bill of consequence 
was passed unless money had been paid to 
secure favorable action.”’ 

The findings of the former two grand- 
juries régarding the Suburban bill were 


reviewed, and the deposit of a corruption 
fund of $135,000 in safe deposit boxes, which 
was caught between the lines and held as 
evidence, was described. 

Reference was made to the conviction of

HONOR FOR KENTUCKY: 
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Her Wonderful Race, Which Upset All the ad ious | 


of the Brooklyn Handieap, Added More Glory

The echoes of the Brooklyn handicap 
have not yet died away. All the .radi- 
tions of the race were upset by the victory 
of Reina, who was the first of her sex 
to win the great classic, thus immortaiiz- 
ing herself in turf history. 

To Kentucky—home of the thorough- 
breds—belongs the honor of breeding 
Reina. Walter Payne of Lexington was 
her breeder and he had added a new star 
to the glorious constellation that Ken- 
tucky has given to the turf world. 

Reina is by imported Esher out of Re- 
flection by imported Zorilla. Judith Camp- 
bell—John W. Schorr’s erack filly—is a 
full sister to Reina, and Mr. Schorr also 
purchased a full brother of Reina, from 
Oo. H. Chenault, whom he values highly. 

The victory of Reina was a popular one. 
Her owner, Albert Featherstone, is one of 
the most liberal patrons of the turf in the 
country and is usually a heavy buyer of 
yearlings, thus helping the breeding inter- 
ests of the country. , 

His stable has always been conducted on 
the highest principles of honor, and the 
breath 3 suspicion has never been directed 
against his methods. Featherstone bought 
Reina as a yearling, and she did not show 
any marked form until as a 3-year-old she 
won the Brighton Oaks. 

Great credit is due to Julius Bauer for 
the able manner in which he trained the 
Brooklyn winner. 
was great fear in the Featherstone camp 
that Reina would nbdt be able to train on 
account of the weak condition of her legs. 

But Bauer is a pastmaster at his busi- 
ness, and by skillful and careful work he 
nursed her along until on the day of the 
big race he had her in a perfect condition. 
She was trained to the hour and won, 
partly because she was in superior condl- 
tion to her opponents. 


WAS WELL RIDDEN. 
While Reina’s condition was all that 
could be desired the magnificent work of 
her jockey, ‘‘Winnie’’ O'Connor, must not 


be overlooked. To his superior horseman- 
ship as much as to anything else the vic- 
tory of the gallant little thoroughbred was 


ue. 
From the time they went to the post until 
the red flag dropped as a signal that they 
were off, O’Connor was alert and watchful 
and finally succeeded in getting away in 
second position. Had he been less careful 
he might have got off in the ruck and this 
would surely have lost him the race. 

In the first sixteenth of a mile he had 
secured the lead, and was in a position to 
take the shortest route. There was no 
doubt about Reina’s speed, but there was 
a chance that she could not keep up this 
terrific pace for a mile and a quarter 
against the best handicap horses in the 
country. 


REGAINED HER POSITION. 

For one brief second at the haif mile 
post the Western horse, Monograph, poked 
his nose in front of Reina, but she imme- 
diately regained her former position as 
leader and held it on bfavely to the end. 
The present writer was of the. opinion 
that Advance Guard would be returned the 
winner. 

As events proved he was not far wrong 
and Advance Guard probably ran the best 
race of all the contestants. Reina was 
always in a commanding poiren, but 
when half the race was run Advance Guard 
was eighth with the majority of the field 
in front of him and of course more or 
less intercepting him. 

Notwithstanding this great disadvantage 
he picked Bis way through the fleld, and a 
sixteenth from home was at Reina’s with- 
ers. The effort. however, was too much for 
him, and he had to be content with second 
place. although it is certain he would have 
een in front in a few more bounds, 

Herbert. who was one of the vublic’s 

choices, ran a disappointing race, although 
he was ridden by the crack rider Bullman.

Bo they purchase Panama hats regard- 
less of how they look beneath them or what 
they cost. 

There is as marked variety in the prices 
the St. Loufs summer man may pay for a 
Panama hat as in the aspect it may as- 
sume perched above his more or less man- 
ly brow. 

He may part with an entire century of 
@tmoleons in exchange for one or he may ac- 
quire the coveted curl-protector for as lit- 
tle as $7.50. The imitation article may be had 
for less. But the “‘real’’ St. Louis summer 
man scorns imitations. 

The man with only a five-dolix ‘ll and 
one-half that amount in silver may have 
some difficulty in effecting the purchase of 
a Panama for that particular combination 
of coin of the realm. In some of the lead- 
ing hat stores one may be purchased for 
$10, although $15 the prevailing price for 
the popular shape. 

The popular Panama is an exaggerated 
Fedora shape.

The -Toreador 

Is Popular. 

A-few panamas are worn of the regula- 
tion Fedora shape. The finer grades that 
run up into the $30, $40 and $50 specimens 
come in’ many queer styles, mainly with a 
subdued crown and a more level brim. 

The very latest panama style to be intro- 
duced by the St. Louis summer man _ is 
known as the Toreador. He who chooses to 
adopt this phase of fashion in his head- 
gear, turns up the panama at the back and 
also at the sides and turns the brim down 
in front. 


The crown of this hat is not as high as_ 
ons might imagine from its title—not the | 


typical Spanish toreador hat, but a more 
subdued development along the same lines. 

The summer man has advantages in the 
panama other than that of attracting at- 
tention.

THE GEORGIA PEACH CROP. 


It May Be Smaller Than Last Year, 
but Will Be of Fine Quality. 
ATLANTA, Ga., May 31.--Statemeéents from 
expert fruit growers are to the effect that 
the yleld this season has been injured, but 
also that a fair crop will be made and that 
the soi | will be sunsuatty fine. There 
are some growers in Georgia who Insts: 
that there will be no appreciable difference 
in thes the orchards will make.

Another phase that Is really feared more 
than the present status of this case, for the 
reason ‘that it would be harder to protect 
against, is that the real object of the send- 
ers of the note is not alone to secure money 
from Stinson, but to work him and his rela- 
tives up to a high degree of fear and then 
make a demand on the Beals for a large 
sum of money.

As these harmless denizens of the bush 
are seldom molested by the natives of this 
section, they are nct so shy and timid as 
one might expect wild monkeys to be. but 
they know that the native hunter some. 
times hurls @ spear or other missile at 
them and therefore they avoid him. 

By nature they are somewhat wary and 
always cautious of the approach of man. 
but they seem to krow about the range of 
his Weapons and keep that distance be- 
tween themselves and their enemy. 

It is quite evident that they know chil- 
dren from adults and vomen from men 
They allow chiidren or women to get much 
rearer to them than they allow men, but 
they suspect the whole race of treachery 
and take but few chances on any of them. 

Within a few nundred yards of the vil- 
lage Where I lived is a small piat of 
jungie that, covere only a few acres of 
ground. Im one part of it stand iwo trees 
which, im the native tongue, are called 
“ntiyuga.” The fruit has a very peculiar 
but pleasant flavor and some kinds of mon- 
keys are quite fond of it.

It would be irksome to review the many 
plans of action pursued and the futile ei- 
forts made to win the confidence of the 
monkeys, so that I might approach with- 
out giving them alarm and causing them to 
run away to other parts of the jungle, but, 
briefly stated, the end in view was finally 
obtained by the frequent use of their own 
sounds and baiting them with bananas and 
other luxuries which they couid not pro- 
cure in the bush. 

Little by little they yielded the 
tween us until I was able to get within 
close range of them. I could not induce 
them to accept the fruit from my hand, but 
by placing it in view and then retiring a 
few vards, two or three monkeys at a time 
would eautidusly approach and take in in 
my presence. Progress was slow and tedi- 
ous, but I felt well paid for the efforts and 
am quite convinced that it was only a mat- 
ter of time and patience until I could have 
laid my hand upon them and caressed them 
with impunity. 

As a result of this method of study, I 
learned more accurately the scope andl 
power of their speech sounds and much 
about the social and domestic habits of 
monkeys which cannot be learned from 
specimens in captivity, where their sur- 
roundings are abnormal and their conduct 
is thereby modified. 

There are certain speech 
mangabeys that convey complex but defin- 
ite ideas. One of these alone appears to 
signify the threefold meaning of ‘come,”’ 
“give’’ and “want.” It expresses the de- 
sire to procure something, and often as- 
sumes the nature of a request or demand. 
It is distinctly oral in character and clear 
in meaning. 

It. ia sometimes used = in 
with the sound for food, which is eas’! 
distinguished by its deep guttural uabity. 
about three semitones fower in pitch. The 
latter {gs also dual in meaning, and refers 
alike to an article of food or to the act 
of eating. 

The food sound appears to be distinct 
all dialects of monkey speech, and is doubi- 
lees the first concept that becomes clear 
to the mind of the animal. 

Second In the order of prominence 
pears to be the signal of alarm at 
approach or presence of danger. For ths 
signal, so far aw I have been able to oab- 
serve, most monkeys have two distinct 
sourds, and one that is indistinct both in 
tone and meaning. One of them involves 
the idea of flight and may be sald to mean 
“Go.” It ia always uttered in a higher 
key than other sounds, and is usually 
obeyed by retreat. 

A modified form of this sound conveys 
the idea of danger more or less remote 
and puts the others on their guard, but does 
net cause or attack, 

The third is only a signa) of caution or 
attention, and is often used by monkeys 
in captivity, especially the mother monkeys 
in warning their young. 

Another ¢€@ inct sound is that used by 
one monkey in calling anéther at a dis- 
tance. It does not appear te mean ‘come 
to me,” but it is intended to locate the one 
called. 1 have also observed this to te

I was not able to verify this state- 
ment nor yet to controvert it. They also 
sav th these monkeys are monogamous 
and there is good reason for belleving that. 

In al! the sthools- of this species that I 
was able to observe closely the adults 
were about equally divided in sex. While 
this fact does not prove the statement, it 
ceriainly corroborates it. 

When I first began feeding these mon- 
keys their visits were at long intervals and 
irregular, but as time went on they be- 
came more frequent and regular. They soon 
associated me with the new supply of food 
which. they found at the plaee of rendez- 
vous, anil, having seen me come from the 
direction of the villoge, they evidently sus- 
pected that I lived there. 

On one oceasion a severe fever 
fined me to my hut for three days. 
had not been to the jungle to visit 
monkeys. The fourth day was stormy, 
| failed to go, 

I had not forgotten them, but naturally 
supposed that my little simian friends weré 
all crouched away under the big leaves in 
some part of the jtmgile, trying keep 
dry. About 3 lock in the afternoon one 
of the native children came rushing to my 
door and in @ state of great haste said: 

“Tata Clangani, sinkemi ao koko,’ which 
means, “White father, the monkeys are 
e2lling vou.” TIT followed the little girl to 
the end of the village, and from there | 
could see the boughs of the trees swaying 
and lashing and hear a bedlam of monkey 
voices screaming and chattering. 

I quickly gathered up some food an’ hur- 
ried away to the usual place of méecting. 
At my aproach the little beggars gathered 
on the low bushes about me, and were 
scarcely wilting to wait for me to put their 
food in place. They -were more famiiiar 
than I had ever before them,” and 
some of them cam within reach 
of my hat.d. 

Among the subjects that [ have recently 
had at my disposal was a fine specimen of 
the white-nose kind. He is still living and 
in fine condition. His name is Tom, and 
he knows it as well as anyone can know a 
name except when he is in some mischief. 
Then he appears to be as deaf as a post and 
ean’t hear it. 

Most of the time he is at liberty, but he 
commits so many little erlmes that he oft- 
en has to expiate them by being tied up 
for a season. Much of his Mischief is 
done in a pure spirit of fun, but some of 
it is certainly mhlicious. He is meorrigi- 
ble little thief. and steals a great number 
of things which are of no use whatever to 
him or any of his tribe. | 

The natural diet of this species of mhoni- 
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A favorite item tn his menu, however. is 
a big, fat spider, and in the art of captur- 
ing it ‘Tom is an adept. ‘If one ever gets 
within its reach it never escapes, for the 
aim of his nimble hand is as sure as fai‘>. 

When a spider takes refuge in a nook or 
crack too: small to admit Tom's hand, the 
monkey gets a stick and drives it out 
where he can seize it The idea is his 
own, unless it been acquired by ob- 
servation: he has not been taught it. Ta:s 
is a degree of cunning to which few aui- 
mals ever attain without the aid of man. 

Another dainty morsel on Tom’s list is a 
certain kind of small grasshopper. It is 
of a bright green color and marked ty 
small specks ard delicate lines of gold 
about the head and wings. These insecis 
hide themselves under the broad blades an-1 
in the spathe of a certain kind of grass. 

The monkey recognizes a tuft of this pe- 
cullar grass as far as he can see, and no 
student of entomology knows better than 
this little rogue does the haunts and habits 
of this and some other orders of insects. 

If he could only be taught to capture 
without crushing or devouring the insect he 
woud be of great value to those who collect 
specimens, and by closely watching him in 
the act the student might gain some hints 
as to monkey habits. -«

HE Sisterhood of Personal Service of 
Temple Israel, a band of liberal Jew- 
ish women, is responsible for the 

establishment of the Social Settlement 
League. They had organized to serve wo- 
men of the ghetto and any one else they 
could by personal visitation. They found 
there are 17,000 foreign-born Jews, mostly 
Russian and Roummanian, in the district be- 
tween Washington avenue and Cass avenue 
and Broadway and Eighteenth street. They 
@re massed in there striving to make a liv- 
ing, and the sisterhood was established to 
do what it could to aid them in this en- 
deavor. 

The sisterhood found a need for educa- 
tional work. The Sacial Settlement League 
movement was begun three years ago, in 
September, to provide a library, a free read- 
ing room, recreation rooms and a gymna- 
sium and bathrooms. The sccial feature 1s 

ne of the strongest. We furnish a place 
for the people of the neighborhood to meet. 
And when ther meet we provide them with 
entertainment. You don't see out boys in 
the saloons or in the poolrooms. And none 
of them are in the police court. We have 
made education popular. 

We have a class of eight young men who 
are making a study of the city ordinances 
under Lawyer Philip W. Haberman, with a 
view to their enforcement so far as they 
relate to the health of the district in which 
the rooms of the league are located. What 
with the police making this excuse and the 
board of health making that there is a lot 
of red tape between the letter of the law 
and its application. But we have been able 
to get some alleys and streets cleaned and 
aiso some brick yarijs. Iw a thickly popu- 
lated district there is no more important 
work than caring for the public health. 

The outings we provide for the boys and 
girls are helpful tn the study of nature. 

Social settlement stands for opportunity 
to serve. It aims to make community life 
better in every respect. Its workers meet 
Others as social equals and seek co-opera- 
tion in civic as well as Jocal betterment. It 
does not exist for itself. Its workers shun 
publicity. Having no political or religious 
tests, its work reaches all and it encourages 
all movements that make for better life. 

The term Social Settlement came from 
the settlement on terms of social equality 
of Arnold Thornby, an Oxford graduate, 
in a part of London occupied by the lowest 
of the lowly. He bought a place which is 
now known as Thornby Hall. He had be- 
come inspired by Charles Kingsland’s Hy- 
patia and by the preachings and writings of 
Fred W. Robertson, a Birmingham divine. 
Thornby died. Canon Barnet of the estab- 
lished church is carrying on the work the 
young man began. There is a general 
movement in the big cities of the country 
toward social settlements. There are cul- 
tured people who are willing to live among 
the poor people on equal terms and be 
neighbors and friends in a real sense, just 
as Thornby was.

A. Arnstein, after reading the discussion 
about classic vs. ragtime music for the 
masses, secured the services of Mrs. Jas. 
lL. Blair, who has, on Friday evenings. 
taught a large clags to read music and sing 
classical songs. Mrs. F. Hickenlooper has 
assisted in this work. 

Every Friday night, after a short service, 
Rabbi Harrison delivers a lecture on some 
popular topic. On these evenings there is 
always music led by Miss B. Altman. 

All the work done for the league save my 
own is free-will offering. I am the head 
worker and actual secretary and give my 
whole time to the league's business. I have 
been with it from the first and living among 
the people we seek to help. I suppose I am 
better able to judge of the good the league 
has accomplished than most others. It cer- 
tainly has been elevating. We could easi'y 
have had a class twice as large for Mrs. 
Blair to teach, but it was decided that 159 
was about as big a body of young people zs 
could be managed well. The influence of 
good music on character has already shown 
itself on these ghetto children. The genera! 
effect is refining. The boys in the music 
class do not care for craps or for pool. 

Visitors wonder at the orderly behavior 
of the league's young people. I was called 
away the other night, and on my return 
found the work going on with the same 
quict earnestness,.that prevails when [I am 
present. We have no rules for the govern- 
ment of the Social Setilement League. Ap- 
peal is made to the sense of honor of every 
boy or girl who comes fo us. And it is not 
made in. vain, 

Miss Mayer gave ten concerts during th> 
winter. There were literary features in 
connection with them. 

All sorts and conditions of men come to 
the entertainments we give and tc the lec- 
tures and enjoy the social privileges. We 
supply a common meeting ground. 

Our book-keeping and shorthand classes, 
conducted by Miss Kahn, a teacher in the 
Lyon Night School, have 18 members. The 
classes meet every Monday night. Miss 
Rosenberg, also of Lyon School, has or- 
ganized a nature study class that goes to 
one of the parks*® Sunday to study 
birds and flowers. is combines instruc- 
tion with recreation. 

Sunday, May 11, Miss Maver and Miss 
Rosenberg took 10 girls from the lague to

There are genera] outings every summer 
to Kimswick, or Le Clair, or some nearby 
point, where about 40 boys are taken Sat- 
urday evening and kept over Sunday.

“Never use fungi with: caps thin in pro- 
portion to the width of the gills when the 
gills are nearly all of equal length, espe- 
clally if the caps are bright-colored. 


“Never use pt food ‘dhe thaciie fungi 
in which the flesh changes eolor when cut 
or broken, nor those’ with the tubes red- 
dish.

“Never use for food fungi with a wel- 
like ring around the upper part of the 
stem.

When an earthquake shakes the crust of 
the earth, whether it be in Japan or Italy, 
the earth brings thé news to Washington. 

A delicate instrument, in a cellar of the 
weather bureau building, recejves the wire- 

ss°‘message. It is written in a cipher that 
ja “meaningless to the untrained mind, but 
to the exeperts it is as plain as the alpha- 
Bet. : 

The slip of paper upor which the wavy 
lines are recorded tells them when and 
where the earthqvake occurred, how long 


it lasted and how severe it was. < 


No matter how slight the tremor, pro- 
vided that it is a distance away and not 
@ superficial atatermaace. the instrument 
will record it. 

Each day the scientist who has access 
to a selsmoscope can survey the world 
and know what is going on. It does not 
matter whether mountains are shaken or 
the earth's crust at the bottom of the sea 
is rent asunder. The instrument records 
both with equal accuracy. 

It is far easier to keep track of earth- 
quakes than of volcanis eruptions. Uniess 
the volcano’s outbreak is accémpanied by 
an earthavake—which it usually is, ‘by the

Lown upon the self-registering barometer, 
+ ne rq gh very exact informa- 
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When the explosion of Krakatoa oc- 
curred, !n the Strafts of Sunda. between 
Java and Sumatra, in 1883, the seismic air 
waves traveled seven times around the 
earth, four times in one direction and three 
times in the other, taking about 86 hours to 
make a complete circuit. a rate of about 
700 miles an hour. 


But the selsmoscope doesn’t concern itself 
with air waves. Only the tremors of the 
earth's crust affect it. The wireless mes- 
sages received by the seismoscope do not 
follow the earth's surface. They come 
right through the earth. This is proved 
by the fact that ‘there {s only one impres- 
sion ever recorded by the instrument. 


One of the most remarkable things about 
the seismoscope jis the fact that it takes 
just 16 minutes for an earthquake wave 
to reach Washington, or anywhere else 
where there is an instrument, for that mat- 
ter. The wave transmision through the 
earth appears to be uniform. This has been 
demonstrated time and time again. 

Whenever there is an earthquake in Jap- 
an—they have about three a day on an av- 
erage—it inakes a vastly greater disturb- 
ance on the other side of the worte than 
mos people imagine. 


If there is a good. hard earthquake, the 
ground in St. Louis and Washington, 
whether it supports a skyscraper or the na- 
tional capitol, rises and falls about thrie 
inches. 


That is the estimate made by Jahn 
Milne, and he knows. more about earth- 
quakes and seismic disturbances generally 
than any other man who has ever lived.

When it is understood that an earthquake 
in Born®o or some other far-off place can 
make such a row in St. Louis and Wash- 
ington, the fact that instruments can re- 
cord the disturbances may not seem so re- 
markable. 

There are several kinds 
but the principle of all is the same—a 
dulum, whose supports rest upon a slab of 
cement or stone partly buried in the earth. 
The foundation is proof against superficial 
earth jars. 

The Weather Bureau seismoscope is a 
pendulum with a needle at the top. If one 
attaches a weight to a lead pencii, with the 
point held upward, against a piece of paper, 
and then moves the weight around, the idea 
may be better understood. 

Of course the weight of the seismoscope is 
carefully balanced. The needle has a plati- 
num point and it fits within a platinum- 
lined hole. The slightest tremor of (the 
earth causes the balanced weight to move. 
and, of course, that affects the needle. If 
the point touches the rim of its 
an electric circuit is completed and a rec- 
ord is made on a revolving drum of paper. 

Lying dormant along our western coast 
are many volcanoes, forming the center 
of this great volcanic belt. which begins 
at Terra del Fuego, creeps upward 
along the western coast of South America, 
through Centra! America and into Mexico, 
where it broadens to cover our Pacific coast 
ranges, and ascends along the shore of 
British Columbia, lining Alaska and pass- 
ing over Bering sea to descend aJong the 
Oriental coast Mne to the Pacific, even far- 
ther than the Philippines. The volcanoes 
of the West Indies are offshoots from this 
great chain of fire which surrounds aiso the 
craters rising from the bed of the mid- 
Pacific. In the West Indies, in Alaska, in 
the Philippines, cones strung on this long 
string are breathing fire, but within Uncle 
Sam’s domain a peaceful quiescence obtains

Mount Hood, which bears to Portland, 
Ore., the same relationship which Vesuvius 
bears to Naples, has lately been observed 
to be dotted at the top with steaming jets 
and other openings, the sulphurous fumes 
from which are sometimes so strong as to 
be overpowering while able to discolor sii- 
ver at a distance of haifa mile from 
where they issue. Clouds frequently collect 
in the shelter of Mount Hood's majestic 
peak, and from time to time these give rise 
to fear of an eruption. But no such event 
has taken place at its crater within the 
memory of man, 

In California there are signs of lingering 
volcanic life. In the center of Mono valley, 
at the eastern base of the Sierra Nevada, 
lies Mono lake, a body of intensely alkaline 
water. In this lake are two islands, on the 
larger of which—a volcanic crater—hor 
springs bubble up, awe many orifices ex-

Mount Ranier, the

mons of the geological survey says that 
when he climbed it in 1877 he found upon it 
evidences of internal heat at no great depth 
below the surface. He saw issuing count- 
less jets of steam and gas, carying in size 
from a pin head to an inch in diameter, ai] 
coming out of the craters rim. Near these 
the ice was melted to form hollow caverns, 
large enough for him and his companion to 
warm themselves.

Mount Baker, Washington, the most 
northerly of our volcanoes in the United 
States proper, was in eruption in 1, ac- 
cording to the testimony of natives as well 
as of officers of the Hudson Bay Co. Ih 
that same year Mount St. Helen's is said 
to have been in eruption again, cover'ng 
the whole of the neighboring country with 
ashes. The Skagit river, near by, was 0oo- 
structed and all of the fish therein are said 
to have died. Indeed, “‘the country was on 
fire for miles around.” 

Mount Adams, near Mount St. Helen's, 
in Washington, is another of our great vol- 
canoes, but it has not been in eruption 
within historic times. Mount Pitt, in south- 
ern Oregon, bears the remnant of a crater 
at its snow-covered summit and has open-

This lake is 
surrounded by nearly vertical walls in some 
places 2200 feet feet high, making the great 
cavity from rim to bottom 400 feet deep 

The Cinder Cone, a volcano ten miles 
northeast of Lassen Peake, California, is 
said to have been in eruption as late as 
January,’ 1850, but, Geologist Diller has 
made an investigation of this crater, which 
proves to his satisfaction that the last out- 
break was before the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. 

Mount Shasta, the great voleano of north- 
ern California, is known to have been alive 
three hundred years ago. During one of its 
eruptions it sent forth a great lava stream 
in two branches.

HERE is something fascinating about 
caves. They have excited the awe 
and wonder of mankind in all ages, 

and have been the scenes of almost all the 
great legends and superstitions. 

When Rider Haggard wrote “She,"’ weird- 
est of stories, he naturally made the piece 
de resistance a cave, and gave to literature 
the Caves of Kor. The sybils and nymphs 
of Roman mytholdgy all lived in caves. 
Greece made her caves the temples of Pan, 
Pacchus, Pluto and the Moon. and the oru- 
cles of Delphi, Corinth and Mount Cithae- 
ron were all delivered in caves. Caves were 
cathedrals in the obscure worship cf Mith- 
fas in ancient Persia. Giants, cenii. elves. 
fairies—they all lived in caves. Aladdin 
found his wonderful lamp in a cave. Pros- 
pero lived in a cave. No dragon ever lived 
any place «Ilse. Long after the Fairies and 
the Little Men had forsaken the forests 
and glans of Germany they dwelt in their 
caves deep in the hearts of the Hartz 
mountains. The Seven Sleepers of Ephesus 
slept their long sleep in a cave. Washing- 
ton irving missed the opportunity of all 
the ages of literature when he did not put 
Rip Van Winkle to sleev in a cave. The 
world never heard of Mark Twain uniil it 
heard of Tom Sawyer’s cave. The hills of 
Granada are still believed by the Moorish 
children to contain the great Boabdil and 
his sleeping host, who shall restore Spain 
to the Moors when they shall wake. Even 
‘the Bible is not too 6ld for the cave. in 
the Old Testament it is recorded that when 
Lot went up out of Zoar he dwelt in a cave 
with his two daughters. The five Kings of 
the Canaanites took refuge from Joshua, 
and David from Saul in the caves of Pales- 
tine, just as the Aquitanians fied from 
Cesar .to the caves of Auvergne, and the 
Arabs of Algeria to those of Dahra, Liv- 
ingstone found in Africa caves so vast that 
whole tribes lived within them, they and 
their beasts. ' 

So that the cave is a very old and time- 
honored institution, having its place in sa- 
cred and profane history alike. It is a fa- 
vorite theory of ethnologists that Adam 
Was a cave-dweller. The first Europeans 
dwelt in caves. The oldest evidences of 
man in the New World are in caves such 
as those of the Arizona mesas. So the cave 
was the tirst home of man, the place first 
te give him shelter, and everybody owning 
Adam as ancestor ought to regard a cave 
kindly, if not reverentially. 

Caves are caused by different agencies. 
The sea pounds them in the weak spots 
of the cliffs. Carbonic acid in rainwaier 
seizes upun the carbonate of lime in lime- 
stone and makes caves by che ‘mical action, 
Erosion by subterranean streams makes 
them. Seismic violence such as that which 
caused the great New Madrid sink in Mis- 
souri in 1812 makes caves, and the volcanic 
eruption which threw up the mountains 
was’ a cave manufacturer upon an exien- 
sive scale. 

Kentucky, because of the great Mammoth 
Cave and its 40 miles of halls, is the best- 
known of the states for its caves, though 
the Mammoth Cave is no longer recognized 
as the premier American caye, and some 
four or five others are doubtless quite as 
big. Missouri abounds in caves. Like Ken- 
tucky, it has mountains and hills of :lime- 
stone, and these are good places for caves. 
The bluffs of the Mississippi river are ricn 
in caves. Near Ste. Genevieve, Mo., is 
Simms’ cave, with its subterranean river 
and miles of halls, and everybody in that 
part of Missouri knows that Capt. Elisha 
Grey, who once went in with a party of 
exploration, became separated from his 
companions and was not found until the 
third day, though every minute of the long 
days and nights the affrighted captain had 
sought to get out. Six miles from Spring: 
field, Mo., is Percy's cave, perhaps the saf- 
est in Missouri, with a lake in it and cal- 
cereous. growths which are beautifully 
shown with electric lights. Near Dead- 
wood, 8. D., is a cave thought by many 
cave experts to be at once the most beau- 
tiful and most remarkable in America, its 
wonderful stalactites and stalagmites giv- 
ing it the appearance of a great crystal 
‘palace.

It has 2500 rooms and 97 miles of passage- 
wavs. Unlike the gray caverns of Missouri. 
it abounds in many colors, and is most 
beautiful. It is 12 miles from Hot Springs, 
and was discovered in 1881 by Thomas 
Bingham, a hunter, who sat down to rest 
and noticed a cold blast of air blowing 
from a fissure in the rocks. The discovery 
of this cave and the new Missouri cave in 
Snell's hollow are analagous in that they 
were both found by hunters and both pne- 
trayed themselves with cold blasts of air. 

White Onyx Cave and Crystal Cave, also 
in the Black Hills of South Dakota, are 
both wonderful caverns of great evtent. 
They are in the triassic rocks, and their 
wealth, in colors, is said to be beautiful 
beyond telling. 

The Birchville Cave, 50 miles out in IIli- 
nois from East St. Louis, is the largest 
explored cave within the immediate vitin- 
ity of St. Louis. It has been explored 
more than two miles from the entrance, 
and is a safe cave in which exploration is 
more a pleasure than a hazard. 

It is a singular fact that almost all the 
big caves of Missouri, Kentucky and Ar- 
kansas have been explored “about eight 
miles from the entrance.’’ This may be 
a coincidence, but if so it is so persistent 
that one can not expect to be recognized 
as having found anything worth noting 
unless he can swear that his cave -is 
eight miles long. It has also been found 
that the caves of Miseouri burn three 
candles in the time in which the dry caves 
of South Dakota consume but one. 

So much for caves generally. Now the 
new cave in Snell's Hollow, 45 miles from 
St. Touis. None but the lean and hungry 
Cassius may enter here. Fat men would 
stick ‘n the entrance. It is very small, very 
crooked and very cold. The black hole of 
‘aleutta was black as painted if it looked 
as forbidding as this. Evidently the cave 
is something in the construction of which 
no thought was given to the convenience

Nine explorers gathered at this little hole 
in the ground two weeks ago today. They 
were Messrs. Keevil and Kephart, who dis- 
covered the place; Louls Lyons, a mineral- 
ogist; Oliver R. Van Kleeck, Charles Wise, 
E. H. J. Bennett, William Childs, W. H. 
Franke, and a representative of the Sun- 
dav Post-Dispatch. There was not a man

With it all 
it was 30 minutes from the time the first 
man went down until the last one followed, 
and the misgivings of the company con- 
cerning that stingy, tedious entrance may 
be imagined. 

Messrs. Kephart and Keevil had been [n 
before. They had worked off to the right 
some hundred yards or so, and a little 
further to the left.

Acetylene lamps lighted the place, and the 
last man safe-guarded the return by 
stretching a white string along the floor as 
the explorers progressed. The way was not 
only uncomfortable, but a little terrifying. 
From the bottom of the entrance there 
had been no room to stand upright, and just 
a few feet from the starting point there 
was a generous deposit of mud so located 
that it had to be traversed upon hands and 
knees. Thirty feet from the enirance the 
explorers stood upright in relief.

HE movement to erect the Bland Mon- 

_ Ment wae started on the day of his 

funeral at Lebanon, June 17, 1899. At 
that ‘time a large number of distinguished 
Democrats were at Lebanon to attend the 
funeral services, including Mr. Bryan, Gov. 
Stone, Col. Wetmore, Col. McLure, and 
those who had been foremost ig the free 
Silver contest in the Democratic party. 
Mr. Bryan was my guest, and while we 
were discussing Mr. Bland’s doeth and 
the great losg to the country and the 
Democratic party, he suggested that the 
people ought to show their appreciation 
of his. great services to them, and his in- 
tegrity as a public man, by erecting a suit- 
able monument to his name, the move- 
ment to begin at once. 

Acting upon Mr. Bryan's suggestion, I 
announced to the public that a movement 
would be inaugurated at once to raise 
the necessary funds to erect a Bland mon- 
ument. The subscription list was prepared 
that night at my home, where Mr. Bryan 
and a large number of the visitors took 
dinner, and about $1000 was subscribed 
at that time. A few days later, at a gub- 
lic meeting held in Lebanon, the associa- 
tion was formally organized. J. W. Far- 
ris was elected president, H. T. Wright 
secretary, and D. R. Diffenderffer secre- 
tary, all of 4m wadl ath es on with Col. M. C. Wet- 
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more of St. Louis vice-president-at-large, 
and one vice-president from each Con- 
gressional District. 

The association at once proceeded to 
raise the funds, and last September a con- 
tract was made for the monument. It 
was made by the Western White Bronze 
Company of “es Moines, Io., and Charles 
J. Mulligan « “hicago, designed it. 

The pedesta ts six feet high and four 
feet square. I ya beautiful design, and 
has on one of the panels a silver dollar 
and on another scroll with the

MISSOURI-MERAMEC CANAL WILL FURNISH POWER 


man: Clardy and Ex-Congressman Waddell, 
who had charge of this legislation, present- 
‘ed it in such a manner as to favorably 
impress Senator Cockrell and Congressman 

Bartholdt, in whose district the canal is to 
be located, and Congressman Joy and all 
the Missouri delegation gave the bill their 
hearty support. There was opposition from 
St. Charles because of the mistaken idea 
that the canal would drain the Missouri 
and deprive St. Charles of drinking water 
and steamboats. But as we take only 
enough water to run turbines and, as 2 
pressure, rather than volume, is what is 
required, the President affixed his signature 
without hesitancy. 

Twelve years ago I was a county corr:- 
spondent for a St. Louis paper, and it 2c- 
curred to me that a splendid power plant 
was going to waste. I talked to engineers 
and they said the Meramec, at Meramec 
Highlands, is as high as the Missouri at 
Centaur, the place three or four miles 
west of Creve Couer lake and 10 miles 
above St. Charles, where we propose to 
place our intake. I finally saw a govérn- 
ment engineer and he told me the drop was 
ample. Then I made efforts to interest 
moneyed men, but without sticcess for a 
time. One day I mentioned the matter 
casually to Harry J. Cantwell of the Co- 
lumbia Lead Co., a man who has large 
ideas and can grasp the commercial possi- 
bilities of things. He said it was a grea’ 
thing if the fall was there and the cost of 
building was not prohibitive. 

The first thing to do, he thought, was 
to put out engineers and find out exact- 
ly what there was in the power. If they 
reported favorably the commercial end of 
’it would be a thing for him to consider. 
The engineers were put out. R.'D. O. 
‘Johnson, our chief engineer now, and B. 
E. Johnson, his assistant, made prelim- 
inary investigation and reported that the 
scheme was practicable so far as the drop 
was concerned. They said there was a 
fall of 54 feet, 45 feet of which are at Mer- 
amec Highlands, where they are available 
in power. The fal! to that point is five 
inches in the mile. The cost was a thing 
Mr. Cantwell was interested in. The en- 
gineers’ outside preliminary estimate was 
assuring. A company was formed with 
a capital of $50,000 to be used in surycys, 
sinking test pits, acquiring right of way 
and necessary legislation. Harry J. Cant- 
well is president, I am vice-president. The 
engineers I have mentioned among the di- 
rectors are Congressman M. L. Clardy,

ex-Congressman Waddell, and J. B. Clay- 
ton of the county, a railway promoter of 
considerable prominence. Mr. Cantwell 
has wealthy friends in New York who he 
Says are ready’to put up the four or five 
millions the work is to cost. T e has 
been no trouble about the money for the 
preliminary work. I see no reason to think 
there will be any. about that for the real 
work we are now ready to begin. I have 
heard reports that the work would cost 

20,000,000. These were made before the 
engineers made their final estimates 

They propose to dig a ditch 100 feet wide 
at the bottom and 110 feet wide at the 
top. This is to give sloping banks. The 
canal goes 23 miles to get 18, making a 
run down the river of three or four miles, 
in oue detour, to avoid the hills back of 
Centaur. 

We are obliged to tunnel Clayton road 
about midway between Centaur and Me-a- 
mec Highlands. This tunnel will be fully 
a mile long and’ is one of the chief items 
of expense in building the canal. There 
are also several open cuts’ under ralil- 
roads. 

The. total earth excavation will be 19,825,666 
cubic yards. The total excavation of loose 
rock will be 385,000. The total number of 
yards of solid rock to be excavated will be 
767,852. ‘The tunnel excavation will be 1,- 
123,574 vards, and the total excavation of 
all sorts will be 22,102,096 yards. Work will 
begin on the Missouri river end so that 
dredges may be used. | do not know 
whether the work on the power plant will 
begin at the same time or not. It is ex- 
pected that the canal will be finished -in 
two vears. 

The point where will establish our in- 
take and the great gates that are to con- 
trol the flow of water, is one of the points 
that has never changed by the action of 
the river. It is at the entrance to Wiid 
Hare Club valley. It is rockribbed and at 
fords the very foundation we require for 
the gates. We will run a wing dam across to 
an island and form an artificial bay, which 
will be a settling basin for silt, and protect 
the gates from current and from winds. 
An eddy will be formed that will carry the 
silt back from the gates. The current and 
the channel are outside this island. We 
shall have a bay a mile deep and always 
plenty of water for the canal. 

The most interesting feature of the canal 
to me is the use it will be to the barren 
lands along its course. They are utterly 
valuless now, but when there is water in 


the cangl the owners of the lands may put 
up windmills and irrigate and turn 30,000 
acres inio a garden. Of course, we shail 
sell the water, but there will be only a 
moderate charge. Two and three crops a 
year are possible. 

There was some inquiry, led by Zach 
Mitchell, a lawyer at Clayton, as to the 
effect our power plant would have on the 
farms in,gthe Meramec, below the Higa- 
lands. The river there is 360 feet wide and 
16 feet deép. In the dry season, our en- 
gineers estimate, the flow through the tur- 
bines would raise the Meramec two feet. 
In flood times, it is estimated, it wouid 
add only one inch, for in flood the river 
broadens and it takes.a larger volume to 
raise it. Also it has a swifter current, and 
the water is carried off more rapidly. 

We have a thousand acres of land in 
the vicinity of the point where our power- 
house is to be located. The Pittsburg 
Glass Co., which has bought Valley Park 
and owns the river front between the park 
and our holding, wants a part of our land. 
The Pittsburg Company can buy power 
from vs if it needs it. But not much 
power is needed in glass making. 

I hope to see a great city of factorics in 
the county when we are able to sell the 
power that willl be required. Land is cheap 
and shipping factiities good and theré is 
n») bridge arbitrary to maxe afraid. We 
shall have two railroads and by making 
the Meramec navigable and with our 
canal capable of floating stich boats as 
can get threugh the tunnel and cuts, there 
would be ritver freight rates to compete 
with those of the railroads.

The 
site selected for the power plant is one 
mile easi of this point, on the bluffs of 
the Meramec River. The tail race runs 
along the bluffs to the bend of the river. 

The material along the first 11 miles of 
the canal is the soft, sandy, alluvial bot- 
tom of the Missouri. This part of the 
country is cultivated, and nas long since 
been freed from timber. The line of the 
canal follows the bluff line as nearly 45 
possible, taking advantage of the lower 
land, the devressions formerly occupied by 
sloughs and the old bed of Wild Horse 
Creek. Water stands in the soil normal- 
ly about the level of the water in the 
river.

Try the shampoo for which I give you 
formula. You cannot keep your scalp clean 
unless you shampoo at least as often as 
once a week: 

Yolk of one ege. one pint of hot rain wa- 
ter, one ounce of spirit of rosemary; beat 
the mixture up thoroughly and use it warm, 
rubbing it weil into the skin of the head. 
Rinse thoroughly tin several waters. 

This wash is good for dandruff where the 
ordinary shampoo fails. 

To Keep the Hair Light. 

P. W.—I know of no process for keeping 
the hair light, except a bleach. If you con- 
tinue to put a handful of borax into a bowl 
of water and wash your hair with this mix- 
ture frequently, you will certainly destroy 
the constitution of the hair. 

Commercial borax is not fit for toilet 
use. It is adulterated and much of it con- 
tains large quantities of lime, which ts 
most destructive to the hair. 

If you are going to use alkali at all, com- 
mon washing soda is less injuriods and will 
produce better results. 

A bit of washing soda the size of a filbert 
bs all that you require in the water you 
use fur a shampoo, . The soda does net 
really affect the color of the hair, but keeps 
the scalp free from siperfluous oily .secre- 
tions, which always giake the hair ap- 
pear darker. it

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those formerly entering the city has been 
the bringing into St. Louis cuntrol of the 
great Mexican Central Railway, with its 
2500 miles of territory in the choicest por- 
tions of the Mexican republic. §8t, Louls 
capital now controls this line, its offices 
are to be removed to St. Louls, and all in- 
dications point to its absorption by the 
present owners of the Frisco system. 

The railroad growth of St. Louis has come 
about by the movement toward the city. of 
outside systems, and by the expansion cf 
systems formerly centering here. . 

Outside capital has, as a rule, financed 
the former class of enterprises, and St. 
Louis capital the latter. 

The end of the Rock Island's battle for 
an entrance to St. Louis on the east has 
not come, and the right of the system to 
use the Wabash terminals from the west 
is being contested In the courts. 

Since appearing as the purchaser of the 
Colorado line and as a bidder for the Wig- 
gins Ferry property, the Rock JIsiand has 
purehased the Choctaw, Oklahoma & Gulf 
line, 620 miles long, in Arkansas, Indian Ter- 
ritory and Oklahoma, and has acquired ay 
trol of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & 
Northern, one of the most important lines 
of the. Northwest. 

The addition of the Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids.& Northern gives the Rock Island 
a St. Paul terfpinal, and carries it on the 
west to Watertown and Sioux Falls, 8. D. 

Most important of ty the changes prom- 
ised by the coming of the Rock Island !s 
the building of a Pert third bridge.

From any of a dozen points in North 
Central Missour!, the Santa Fe and Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul may build to 
St. Louls. The Chicago & Northwestern, 
which now terminates at Peoria, Ill., is 
looked on as a possible purchaser .of the 
Chicago, Peoria & St. Louls, which now has 
entrance to the city by the Termina! com- 
pany’s tracks. 

On Jan. 1, 1901. the Louisville, Evansvil'e 
& st. Louls Consolidated Railroad, the 
‘Louisville Air Line,’’ was absorbed by the 
Southern Railroad, which thus entered 8t. 
Louis for the first time. 

The Southern, under the fiscal guidance 
of the banking house of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, had been assimilating the smaller rai)- 
road systems of the South, and the ac- 
quisition of @ St. Louis line made no great 
stir in the railroad world. St. Louis busi- 
ness,meén found that it improved shipping 
facifities to a territory, which is the nat- 
ural market of St. Louls, and tho Southern 
is how recognized next to the Big Four and 
lillinoia Central, the most valuable to tne 
city of the lines terminating on the edst 
side of the river. 

Last July the Southern, through another 
Morgan coup, purchased the Mobile & Ohio, 
thus gaining a second approach to St. 
Lows. Thus far the line has ¢ontinued to 
operate under its former name, and is 
nominally an independent road. 

In a like manner the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern has come under control of the 
Pennsylvania. system. The Peensylvania 
already had an entrance to St. Louis by the 
Vandalia line, and the traffic relations of 
the B. & O. 8. W., which has retained its 
name and ite identity, have shown little 
change since the absorption. 

The “Cotton Belt,” as the St. Louls 
Southwestern is popularly known, has been 
a St. Louls line in name. The completion 
next fall of the new 8t. Louis Valley Rail- 
toad, now building to Thebes, Ii., will 
make it a St. Louis line In fact. While 
Cairo is to be the terminus of the line, the 
Cotton Belt wilt 
ane oa ane 


cumbersome and not always safe ferry 
at Cairo, and will, when the old and new 
lines have consolidated their interests in 
the expected manner, give St. Louis a new 
and direct line to Texas. 

Samuel W. Fordyce, Thomas H. West and 
William EB. Guy are the financial promo- 
térs of the Valley Line, and the ownership 
is now in transition from the construction 
company to the railroad company. The 
three men named are the principal figures 
in both the ecnstruction company and the 
railroad corporation. 

While other lines have been extending to- 
ward St. Vouts, the Frisco line, now raised 
to the dignity of a system, has been ex- 
tending away from the city in every di- 
erction, to the infinite benefit of St. Louls 
trade. No road In the United States has 
had a more strenuous career in the past 
year than this line, which, a few years 
ago, was an abandoned limb of the Santa 
Fe. 

The Old Colony Trust Co. of Bosion Is 
associated with the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co. tn fAnanctering the new Memphis line 
by a $12,600,000 gold bond iesue. The Frisco 
is not yet the owner of the property, but 
no doubt its felt that it will acquive contro! 
before the first train is run over the rew 
tracks along the Mississippi bluffs. 

The Gould interests, represented by the 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash systems, have 
not fallen behind Im the general expansion. 
The Missour! Pacific has absorbed more 
than 2000 miles of Colorado railroads and a 
short line In northwest Louisiana. The 
Wabash has added to its mileage the Oma- 
ha & St. Louis and the Wheeling & Lake 
Erle, and is now extending the latter line 
to Pittsburg, Pa.
